S.O. 2314. —Whereas, it appears to the Central Government that the Kingdom 
of Denmark affords to citizens of India similar privileges as granted to its own 
citizens in the matter of the registration and protection of trade marks; 

And, whereas, arrangements have been made between the Government of India 
and the Government of Denmark concerning the registration and protection of 
trade marks of the citizens of one country in the territory of the other; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government, in pursuance of the provisions of sub¬ 
section (1) of section 131 of the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1958 (43 of 
1958) hereby declares Denmark to be a convention country for the purposes of the 
said Act with effect from the 19th September, 1961.
